German War Office Reports 


'Heavy Artillery Fire 


In Flanders

Petrograd, Oct. 10. — The German 


landing force on the Russian island 
of Oesel Is 
developing: its success, 
the Russian war office 
announced 


today and the Teutons are being re- 
inforced with additional troops.

sula 1n the southwestern section of 
the Island with toe object of captor* 
Ins; the Russian batteries of Screl. 
These batteries coyer the entrance 
to the Gulf of Riga. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


New York, Oct. 16. — The German 


operations in and around the Gulf 
of Riga, which have centered atten- 
tion upon the northern Russian front 
for several days past, are not likely 
to be extended 'this fall to the Gulf 
of Finland, on the route to Reval, 
Kranstadt and Petrograd in the opin- 
ion of Russian naval authorities. The 
lateness of the season will have the 
effect of localizing the German ef- 
fort, sthe minister of marine believes. 


The situation created by the Teu- 
tonic 
move however, is 
serious 


enough for the Russians in its pres- 
ent aspect. With the naval 
pre- 


ponderance of the Germans in the 
Baltic there seems little to prevent 
them from making the gulf of Riga 
virtually a German lake and solidify- 
ing it into a strong naval base from 
which military operations, as well 
could easily be pushed advantage- 
ously under propitious weather Con- 
ditions. 
The military situation on the vari- 


ous fronts in the western war area 
was virtually unchanged overnight, 
so far as the official statements re- 
veal. 
The German reports have begun to 


lay stress again upon the violence of 
the artillery fire in Franders but 
there are no indications that the 
bombardment has yet been worked 
up to the point where the British 
find themselves ready for a renewal 
of their drive. 
Evidently much depends on 
the 


weather in this region. In the light 
of his last week's experience with the 
handicap of the Flanders mud, it 
seems probable that Field 
Marshal 


Haig will await the settling of the 
ground into a somewhat more passa- 
ble state, although the hope of secur- 
ing even ordinary good conditions at 
this late season of the year seems 
now to be considered small. 


On the French front the activities 


are centered on the Aisne and before 
Verdun. Last night's fighting in 
both regions was mostly monopolized 
by the artillery. The German in- 
fantry however came to life on the 
west bank of the Meuse attacking 
Hill No. 304. The French found lit- 
tle difficulty in repulsing these as- 
saults while on the 
Aisne front 


French parties made successful In- 
cursions into the German lines. 


British casualties continue to show 


a declining rate. The total reported 
in the last week was 14.096 as com- 
pared with 17,505 for the week clos- 
ing Oct. 9 and 21. 1917, for the pre- 
ceding week. This is despite the fact 
that the British have been heavily 
engaged in Flanders during the past 
three weeks scoring some of the 
most notable gains of ground in this 
ypar's fighting within this period.

PREDICTS SUCCESS FOR

Refers to Resourcefulness of

France, Monday, Oct. 15—(By the

Press)—When Marshal 


Joffre came to' visit and review the 
contingent of American troops train- 
ing for 
the 
trenches today he 


brought some of the sunshine of 
France with him. Dripping clouds 
whose constant deluges had turned 
rivulets into torrents and flooded 
the lower valleys, broke away and 
revealed a deep blue sky. 
Joffre 


luck did not hold throughout, how- 
ever, for in the afternoon a violent 
hail and rainstorm broke over the 
training grounds where the marshal 
was witnessing, bayonet and bombing 
drills by picked 
American com- 


panies. 


The party at one time approached 


a little, too close for safety to 
the tombing. 
General Pershing, 


who accompanied Marshal 
Joffre 


throughout the day, suggested that 
they move back 30 or 40 paces "for 
France," he said, "base but one 
marshal, and we cannot let him be 
in the slightest danger." 


"Oh, France could get another 
marshal," replied the hero of the 
Marne, with a shrug of his shoulders. 


The marshal motored with General 


Pershing through more than a score 
of French villages in which Amerj- 
can troops are billeted, and received 
remarkable demonstration of esteem 
from the soldiers and of affection 
from the French people. Late in the 
day, just as darkness was setting in, 
the party motored into a picturesque 
little town where a French division 
had been drawn up to receive the 
marshal, and when a regiment of 
American infantry also is quartered. 
The entire population of the town 
had gathered along the route taken 
by the automobiles and the enthus- 
iasm of the people illustrated strik- 
ingly the morale of the French na- 
tion. 
They cheered Marshal Joffre 


and General Pershing when they 
came into view, cheered the crack 
French soldiers when they swung: by 
in review, cheered the American 
troops when the marshal walked be- 
fore them, and when a French band 
burst into the "Marsaelleise," wom- 
an and little children Joined in sing- 
ing the national anthem. 


The marshal made his speech in 
French. 


After considering the various acts 


of 
Germany, 
the 
marshal said: 


America drew the sword and no 


one in France doubted she would do 
great things." 
He referred to the 


great power of America in men, re- 
sourcefulness, and material wealth, 
and continued: 
"In every way you have realized 


our hopes. 
The best proof of your 


earnestness, your determination 
to 


help win this war against autocracy, 
may be read In your eyes as I look 
Into them.

The charge is true. At least, the 


truth of It dominates the majority of] 
dressmaking houses and Is present in, 
the majoiity ot women's minds. Color1 
is in reuhty so vastly Important that' 
it should rule every department of 
dress. There are colorists who over- 
estimate its value to women, and they 
are the ones who actually frighten the 
majority into a conservatism 
that 


often borders on the ugliness. 


The trouble with the artists lies in 


the fact that they do not seem to have 
any tendemess or courtesy toward the 
coloring of the woman who is to wear 
the garment. They assimilate and put 
into juxtaposition colois that have ex- 
traordinary beauty in themselves, but 
when the} are placed next to the hu- 
man skin, hair and eyes, they kill what 
nature has done. This is glorifying 
the artist at the expense of the woman 
in a way that is not fair. The gown 
is predominant; its beauty draws all 
ejcs. The woman is insignificant; the 
only time she romes into the question 
is \\hen the observers think how un- 
attractive she looks in that glorious 
frock. 


Women in the Wrong Colors. 


There is no temptation in costumery 


greater than the one offered by a gown 
built out of an exquisite harmony of 
colors. It appeals to every woman but 
the one who is "shocked by a thread 
of scarlet," as Mrs. Stuart puts It in 
one of her admirable short stories. 
Mind you, these women who feel that 
di ab colors are part of the respectabil- 
ity of life and who have a tiaditional 
and raj stic belief that the color of the 
scarlet letter used by Hawthorne was 
in itself an acknowledgment of sin, 
are not out of existence.

Only a few of 
the French dressmakers have put 
sequins on clothes, but eacli and all 
have taken up colored bead work with 
enthusiasm and exploited it with nl< 
the frankness of vivid colors that is a 
part of the American Indian as well as 
his Southern ancestors.

that is nothing but a series of straight, 
primitive panels falling over a slim, 
tight, transparent skirt of periwinkle 
blue chiffon.
